pf President Cleveland to congress, 
traneiaittinz th« correspondence be- 
tween Secretary Olney tied Lord Salis- 
bury relative to the Venezuelan bound- 
»ry dispute, craved a sensation in 
Washington. Although the iiature of 
Secretary Oluay's vigorous communica- 
tion and of Lord Salisbury's answers 
tad been already accurately foretold, 
there was still a great popular craving 
to learn just ho\v the president would 
deal with Lord Salisbury'* refusal to 
submit the matter to arbitration, and 
the massage was listened to with intense 
interest in congress, aud was read with 
avidity on the street*. Nowhere wa* 
there_» voice lifted iu disseut from the 
doctrine »o firmly laid down by the 
president, but on the contrary there was 
an outburst of patriotic feeling that 
ma»t have been highly gratifying to the 
chief executive. 


In the dignified United States senate 


» body that rarely exhibits emotion on 
•ny occasion, there was witnessed the 
unparalleled spectacle of handclappiug 
»ud applause, which, was the spon- 
taneous eiprewion of the approval of 
almost every senator, without regard to 
party. On the streets the message was 
ditcussed aud old veterani of the Inte i 
war talked exultantly of what thev 
were prepared ayaiu to undertake at the 
c»ll of their country. In the great hall 
of tho pension building r.hn employes 
gathered and sang with great guito the 
"Star Spangled Banner" and "ilv 
Country, 'Tiaof Thee.'1 At the White 
Home message* poured in from every 
quarter o£ the country congratulating 
the president upon his message. They 
came from all parties and every station.
